Drug Take 
Back Program 
A Big Success 

The Drug Take Back 
Program on Oct. 26 was a 
huge success with the agency 
collecting 46 lbs. 4.6 oz of 
unwanted medications and 
drugs from citizens in Brack¬ 
en County. This is the largest 
amount of drugs that has been 
collected by the agency since 
the program began two and 
a half years ago. These are 
drugs that cannot be abused, 
used or sold in Bracken Coun¬ 
ty. These drugs were turned 
over to the DEA for destruc¬ 
tion on Oct. 28. 

Remember that the drug 
take back program is ongo¬ 
ing at the Sheriff’s Office as 
we have a drug mailbox out¬ 
side of the office that drugs 
can be dropped in any time 
that the court house is open 
for business. Medicines that 
languish in home cabinets 
are highly susceptible to di¬ 
version, misuse, and abuse. 
Rates of prescription drug 
abuse in the U.S. are alarm¬ 
ingly high, as are the number 
of accidental poisonings and 
overdoses due to these drugs. 
Studies show that a majority 
of abused prescription drugs 
are obtained from family and 
friends, including from the 
home medicine cabinet. In ad¬ 
dition, Americans are now ad¬ 
vised that their usual methods 
for disposing of unused medi¬ 
cines—flushing them down 
the toilet or throwing them in 
the trash—both pose potential 
safety and health hazards. 

Sheriff Howard Niemeier 
asks that anyone who has un¬ 
used drugs lying around their 
household to bring them to 
the Sheriff’s Office and drop 
them in the drug mailbox out¬ 
side of the office.

MORNING AND EVENING PRAYER 

Prayer can be unplanned and spontaneous, and 
sometimes the spontaneous prayer that flows out of an 
abundance of spirit is exactly the right prayer for the 
moment. But, more often than not, it is best to have a 
prayer routine. People who take their spirituality seriously 
usually have set times when they pray. Morning and 
Evening prayer are perhaps the most common times, but 
many also add a midday prayer. Praying shortly after 
arising in the morning and shortly before going to bed 
“bookends” our day with the sacred. It also helps to have 
a prayer book or some systematic way to pray. If you have 
never done this, invest in a prayer book and try it for a 
month or two. Most prayer regimens are fairly simple and 
need not be very time-consuming. Five or ten minutes each 
morning and evening will be time well-spent. So, perhaps 
you could check out your local Christian bookstore or ask 
your Pastor for guidance with this. You will be amazed at 
how regular prayer will improve the quality of your life.

Report on the Financial Statement

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1 and accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 

Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County Clerk, as of 
December 31, 2012, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the revenues, expenditures, and excess 
fees of the County Clerk for the year ended December 31, 2012, in accordance with the basis of accounting practices prescribed or 
permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated July 17, 2013 on our consideration of the 
Bracken County Clerk’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters.

Bracken County Historical Society 
announces upcoming book releases 


Christmas is soon ap¬ 
proaching and ideas for gifts 
seem to get more difficult 
each year. This winter, ac¬ 
cording to the woolly worm, 
may be a cold and wet one, 
so put the remote and i-pads 
down and curl up with a 
blanket and read a book. Bet¬ 
ter yet, give a book as a pres¬ 
ent for a family member or a 
friend who lives in another 
state. 

The Bracken County 
Historical Society will have 
two new books for sale in 
November and December. 
Amazing Observations in 
Bracken County, Kentucky 
will be ready for sale around 
Thanksgiving, so you can 
give visitors an early Christ¬ 
mas present to take home. 
This book will be the second 
in a series of unusual occur¬ 
rences and ridiculous situa¬ 
tions that our ancestors were 
involved in or caused to hap¬ 
pen. This issue is double the 
size and promises to make 
you laugh or scratch your 
head in amazement. 

The second book relates 
the circumstances around a 
murder in 1890 of a Kentucky 
representative to Washington, 
D. C, William P. Taulbee. He 
was elected from a district 
centered in West Liberty in 
the mid-1880s and remained 
in Washington as a lobbyist 
and lawyer. Taulbee’s blood 
remains in the marble floors 
inside the Capitol and thou¬ 
sands of persons have walked 


on these blood smattered and 
permanently stained stair 
steps. Many, who work daily 
in the Capitol, believe his 
ghost also remains to haunt 
reporters who wrote about 
his escapades, which brought 
about his death by a Louis¬ 
ville Journal correspondent. 

Even with the testimony 
of dozens of witnesses, the 
reporter was found not guilty 
in a trial a year later. This 
verdict did not set well with 
residents of eastern Ken¬ 
tucky, and his story has been 
repeated in poems and songs 
over a hundred years. Read 
this thoroughly researched 
version and see if you agree 
with the verdict! This book 
is being published by Little 
Miami Books of Milford, 
Ohio, and will also be avail¬ 
able at Joseph-Beth Books in 
Crescent Springs. 

Both books were written 
by Caroline Miller, one of 
the historical society’s writ¬ 
ers. These, as well as a few 
remaining Bracken County, 
Images of America series, 
and the Veterans yearbook, 
will be on sale at the histori¬ 
cal society office all day on 
Fridays and Saturday morn¬ 
ings. Of course, John Work¬ 
man, will sell you one or a 
dozen at the PVA office!

BC Sheriff’s Office launches Salute Program 


The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office is proud to 
announce the launch of its 
new program SALUTE (Stu¬ 
dents And Law Enforcement 
United Through Education) 
for the schools in Bracken 
County. Chief Deputy Bob 
Scott taught his last DARE 
(Dmg Abuse Resistance Edu¬ 
cation) class during the last 
school year. DARE had been 
taught in the Bracken County 
Schools for twenty years by 
Chief Deputy Scott, the pro¬ 
gram did not allow adding 
any new subjects which he 
felt needed to be added to the 
curriculum to cover current 
issues. 

Chief Deputy Scott and 
Sheriff Howard Niemeier put 
their heads together to de¬ 
velop a program that would 
address all the needs cov¬ 
ering current issues in the 
schools and still maintaining 
a strong dmg awareness pro¬ 
gram. With new issues play¬ 
ing a major part in the calls 
for service that the Sheriff’s 
Office receives to the schools 
they felt it was necessary to 
address these issues in a new 
training curriculum. This is a 
one of a kind program that the 
Sheriff’s Office feels will ad¬ 
dress the issues at hand in the 
schools. 

The SALUTE program 
is geared primarily for the 5th 
and 7th grade classes and is a 
10 week program. This pro¬ 
gram will cover the following 
areas: Introducing SALUTE; 
Behavioral Influences; Un¬ 
derstanding Dmgs; Gateway 
and Common Dmgs; Vio¬ 
lence; Resisting Gangs and 
Violence; Self-Esteem; Bul¬ 
lying/Assertiveness; Internet 
Safety; and a Review of the 
SALUTE Lessons. A work¬ 
book was developed that will 
be used with the instmction 
to teach the 5th graders. At 
the end of the class students 
have to write an essay about 
what they learned during the 
program. 

The program has a mas¬ 
cot which is a FALCON and 
its name is TALON, which 
stands for:

The program will also in¬ 
clude real life experiences of 
a young girl that became ad¬ 
dicted to heroin and continues 
the fight to stay dmg free. A 
mother will also speak to the 
classes about how it affects the 
family and the pain and suffer¬ 
ing that is brought on by dmg 
abuse. Bringing real life expe¬ 
riences into the classroom will 
bring home the problems with 
dmg abuse and just how ter¬ 
rible it really is to deal with on 
a first hand basis. This part of 
the program would not be al¬ 
lowed in the DARE program. 
The Sheriff’s Office believes 
that this will be an eye opening 
experience and will go a lot fur¬ 
ther in deterring dmg abuse of 
our children in the future. 

Once the 5th and 7th grade 
classes are taught, the program 
will also be addressing students 
in grades 8-12 utilizing the life 
experiences of the young girl 
and a mother to inform them 
of the hazards and heartaches 
caused by the use of dmgs. 
There will also be a 4 week pro¬ 
gram that will be taught to the 
1st and 2nd grade classes at the 
schools. This program is at¬ 
tempting to touch as many stu¬ 
dents in the schools as possible 
in an attempt to reduce dmg 
activity and use in the county. 


The Sheriff’s Office is dedi¬ 
cated to improving the quality 
of life of our kids and families 
in the County and to making our 
Schools safe for the students to 
learn and the teachers to teach 
our children. 

The Bracken County 
School District and the Augusta 
Independent School District 
have both endorsed this pro¬ 
gram and have partnered with 
the Sheriff’s Office to see that it 
is instmcted in the schools. The 
program began on Wednesday 
October 30, 2013 at Taylor El¬ 
ementary and on Monday No¬ 
vember 4, 2013 at the Augusta 
Independent Schools. The fol¬ 
lowing organizations have part¬ 
nered with the Sheriff’s Office 
in sharing the costs of the pro¬ 


gram so that it can be taught 
in the school districts: Mary 
Ann Cummins (Woodmen of 
the World), Augusta Rotary 
Club and Lynn Darnell with 
The Bracken County News. 
Their generous donations 
have made this program a re¬ 
ality and much appreciation 
goes out to them. 

The Sheriff’s Office con¬ 
tinues to develop programs 
that will address the dmg 
problem in the county and 
to make the county a SAFE 
PLACE to Live, Work and 
Play. If you have any ques¬ 
tions about the program con¬ 
tact Sheriff Howard Niemeier 
or Chief Deputy Bob Scott at 
the Sheriff’s Office.

Independent Auditor’s Report 

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - regulatory basis of the County Sheriff of 
Bracken County, Kentucky, for the year ended December 31, 2012, and the related notes to the financial statement. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement in accordance with accounting practices 
prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s regulatory basis 
of accounting as described in Note 1. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal 
control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due 
to fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on the financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Governmental Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for County Fee 
Officials issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform 
the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free from material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in the financial statement. The 
procedures selected depend on the auditor’s judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial 
statement, whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk assessments, the auditor considers internal control relevant to the 
entity’s preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement in order to design audit procedures that are appropriate in the 
circumstances, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the entity’s internal control. Accordingly, we 
express no such opinion. An audit also includes evaluating the appropriateness of accounting policies used and the reasonableness of 
significant accounting estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall presentation of the financial statement. We 
believe that the audit evidence we have obtained is sufficient and appropriate to provide a basis for our audit opinions. 

Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

As described in Note 1 of the financial statement, the financial statement is prepared by the County Sheriff on the basis of accounting 
practices prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s 
regulatory basis of accounting, which is a basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States 
of America.

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinions on U.S. General Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County Sheriff, as of 
December 31, 2012, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the revenues, expenditures, and excess 
fees of the County Sheriff for the year ended December 31, 2012, in accordance with the basis of accounting practices prescribed or 
permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated August 9, 2013 on our consideration of the 
Bracken County Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is solely to describe the scope of our testing 
of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the 
effectiveness of the Bracken County Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. This report is an integral part 
of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards in considering the entity’s internal control over financial 
reporting and compliance.

PURPOSE: To assist low-income households with home heating cost through two (2) components: 

1. Subsidy - provides assistance to all eligible households. 

2. Crisis - provides assistance to eligible households experiencing a home heating crisis. 

OPERATION: Community Action Kentucky, Inc. will contract with twenty-three community action agencies to operate both components in all 120 
counties.

2) Must be responsible for home heating costs or pay heating costs as an undesignated portion of rent. 

3) Must not have in excess of $2,000 in liquid resources, or $3,000 if at least one person in the household is age 60 or older: &/or 
disabled except for households where a member has a catastrophic illness, the amount may be $4,000 when the resources are being 
accessed for medical and living expenses. In addition to the above eligibility requirements, crisis applicant must be within 4 days of 
running out of fuel if wood, coal, propane, fuel oil or kerosene is the heat source or a disconnect/past due notice has been received 
from the vender (example: past due notice, termination notice, final notice).

Crisis: Applications can be made from January 13, 2014 through March 31, 2014 or until available funds have been expended. 
Applicants who are unable to apply for themselves must contact the local community action to make other arrangements. If the 
designated representative is not the head of household or spouse, the representative must have a signed statement giving authorization 
to apply for the household. Individuals without a designated representative should contact the local community action agency which 
may be able to assist them in finding one. Only one person from each household should apply. 


Applications for both components will be taken at local community action agency offices or designated sites in each county, listed on 
the back of this fact sheet. Applicants must bring the following: 

1. Your most recent heating bill or verification from your landlord that the heating expenses are included in your rent. (Even if you 
heat with kerosene, wood, coal or propane) 

2. Proof of Social Security Number or Permanent Residence card (Green Card) for each member of the household. 

3. Proof of all household’s (all members) income from the preceding month, (all check stubs, awards letters, no income 
statements) 

In addition, in the Crisis component, applicants requesting assistance for natural gas or electric must bring a disconnect/past due 
notice (example: past due notice, termination notice, final notice). Households at or above 75% of poverty level must pay a portion 
or co-payment of the minimum necessary to alleviate the crisis. Applicants whose rent includes heat must bring an eviction notice 
from the landlord. 


BENEFITS Subsidy: The benefit amount that a household receives will be based on its level of poverty and the type of fuel used for heating. 

PROVIDED: Those households with the lowest incomes that use the fuel with the highest heating season costs will receive the highest benefit. All 

eligible households will receive a benefit. Benefits will be in the form of vouchers made payable to the household’s primary heating 
fuel vendor. 

Crisis: Benefits are limited to the amount necessary to relieve the crisis with the maximum amount not to exceed the community 
action agency’s local cost for a deliverable supply of the household’s primary heating fuel or $400 for gas or electric. Benefits may 
take the form of fuel deliveries, service reconnection, blankets or sleeping bags, loan of space heaters and emergency shelter. Crisis 
relief will be provided within 48 hours or 18 hours if an emergency. 


CLIENT Clients requesting additional information regarding either component of the FY 2013-2014 LIHEAP program should be referred to 

their local community action agency or Community Action Kentucky (CAK), toll-free number 1-800-456-3452 (TTY available for 
the hearing impaired). 


Each applicant will be informed of their rights should they be denied assistance. Any applicant who wishes to appeal the case should 
be informed by local community action agency staff of the procedures for filing a complaint. Should the applicant not be satisfied 
with the local decision, they may further appeal to the Cabinet for Health and Family Services. 


RULES: Do NOT give false information or hide information to receive LIHEAP benefits. Use LIHEAP benefits only for your household. If 

you BREAK these rules, you may be stopped from receiving LIHEAP benefits and you may be prosecuted for fraud. 


FRAUD: Report any information about fraud or misuse of LIHEAP benefits by calling the Fraud Hotline at 1-800-372-2970. 



Motorists should keep 
a watchful eye out for 
deer at this time of year 

The cool weather caused 
by the longer nights of No¬ 
vember have deer feeling 
frisky. Mating activity peaks 
in mid-November and in¬ 
creases deer movement. 

Data from the Kentucky 
State Police shows deer and 
vehicle collisions are highest 
in November. 

Motorists must pay at¬ 
tention while driving during 
this time of year, especially 
those traveling rural and out¬ 
er suburban roads at night. 
Slow down and remain alert 
while driving, particularly in 
areas where woods border 
the road. Deer often dart out 
from wooded areas onto the 
road before a driver realizes 
it. 

“The issue of deer and 
vehicle collisions has no 
easy fix,” said Tina Brunjes, 
deer and elk coordinator for 
the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“Slowing down is inconve¬ 
nient, but it reduces both the 
number of collisions and the 
damage incurred when a deer 
can’t be avoided. Also, be 
alert. If you’ve seen deer in 
the area, you are likely to see 
them there again.” 

Deer move around the 
most during the early morn¬ 
ing and at dusk. With the re¬ 
turn to standard time this past 
weekend, the peak of daily 
deer activity coincides with 
the peak of human activity as 
people go to and return from 
work. Foggy early mornings 
are especially dicey. 

Research from the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police shows the 
hours of 5 to 8 p.m. and 5 to 
8 a.m. account for 53 percent 
of all deer and vehicle col¬ 
lisions during October, No¬ 
vember and December. 

Drivers should pay at¬ 
tention to the yellow signs 
with a deer on them. These 
signs show areas where deer 
often cross roads. Remain 
alert after seeing one of these 
signs while driving during 


November. 

The look of a person com¬ 
pletely flummoxed by a sur¬ 
prising situation is described 
as “a deer in the headlights.” 
Deer caught in the road by 
an approaching vehicle often 
will not move out of the way, 
even after the driver honks 
the horn and flashes the head¬ 
lights. Nothing in the natural 
world of a deer compares to 
the brightness of automotive 
headlights. These bright orbs 
transfix them. 

Kentucky counties bor¬ 
dering the Ohio River in 
the north, along with Jeffer¬ 
son, Franklin, Hardin, Hen¬ 
derson, Hopkins and Boyd 
counties, accounted for the 
most deer and vehicle col¬ 
lisions reported to the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police from 2008 
to 2012. These counties had 
71 or more collisions each 
year. Boone County had the 
highest number of vehicle 
collisions with deer, an an¬ 
nual average of 152 during 
that same 5-year period. 

If you encounter a deer in 
the road, watch for traffic be¬ 
hind you and slow to a stop. 
Allow the animal to get out 
of the way. Keep the head¬ 
lights of your vehicle on so 
other motorists can see your 
stopped vehicle and the deer 
in the road. Deer often travel 
in groups, so if you see one, 
others are likely nearby. 

Hunting does not in¬ 
crease deer movement in fall 
- it occurs naturally. Breed¬ 
ing causes the movement, 
not hunting. Hunting is one 
of the best ways to prevent 
these collisions because it 
lowers deer density. 

“We encourage hunters 
in areas with a lot of deer 
to take more female deer,” 
Brunjes said. “We encourage 
landowners in those same 
areas to allow more hunters 
access to hunt whenever pos¬ 
sible.” 

Be vigilant while driving 
in low light conditions over 
the next month. Deer and 
moving vehicles don’t mix.

Kentucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources.

Improving Your 
Soil Health 
Mon., Nov. 18th 

The Bracken County Ex¬ 
tension Service will host a 
workshop on improving your 
soil health on Mon., Nov. 
18th at 6:30. We usually 
don’t think about our fields 
and crops in the winter, but 
now is the best time to start 
planning to make changes 
in our cropping methods to 
improve our soils. It is not 
as simple to just add a little 
fertilizer each year. We 
need to start thinking about 
the physical and biological 
health of the soil. This year 
we saw tremendous losses in 
tobacco fields that drowned 
due to heavy rains and poor 
soil drainage. Does you field 
have hardpans or compaction 
layers that prevent water in¬ 
filtration? Has tillage ruined 
soil structure and pore space? 
This may be the reason some 
fields showed greater dam¬ 
age than other fields that did 
not have a problem. Are you 
adding organic matter to the 
soil? Are you taking advan¬ 
tage of legume cover crops 
that can add nitrogen to the 
soil? Are you protecting 
valuable topsoil from ero¬ 
sion? Does your soil work 
well or does it require multi¬ 
ple trips with tillage to break 
up clods? All of these ques¬ 
tions deal directly with the 
health of your soil. We will 
also discuss items such as 
Soil Aggregates, Water Hold¬ 
ing Capacity, Soil Crusting, 
Permeability, Stored Cycled 
Nutrients and Crop Residue. 

This is not only just for 
tobacco farmers, grain and 
silage producers should also 
take a very close look at the 
soil health used to produce 
profitable crops. With le¬ 
gume cover crops, you can 
produce 50-100 pounds of 
nitrogen along with organic 
matter and soil protection, 
the latter two, cannot be 
purchased in a bag of fertil¬ 
izer. Even pasture and hay 
producers will benefit from 
the understanding of nutrient 
removal, nutrient accumu¬ 
lation, and water pollution. 
Since this is the last night for 
deer season, you can come 
straight from your deer stand 
and join us for the meeting. 
Camo and orange are wel¬ 
come. Bragging rights are 
optional. 

Attendance at this work¬ 
shop will qualify for the Edu¬ 
cational Requirement for the 
2013 Phase I Program.

Gunsmiths of Bracken County 


For over a hundred 
years, gunsmiths in Bracken 
County manufactured ornate 
and functional long rifles for 
use in hunting or protection. 
The rifle most often used 
in Bracken County was the 
Kentucky long rifle which 
was influenced by makers 
of the 1740s long rifle, first 
built by German immigrants 
in Lancaster County, Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

This rifle was conspicu¬ 
ously long in length, hence 
its name, some of them mea¬ 
suring over five feet in total 
length. Those manufactured 
later were much shorter, just 
under four feet. 

In a rare edition of Au¬ 
gusta Telegraph from Oc¬ 
tober 12, 1833, was found 
the earliest advertisement 
for a gunsmith in Bracken 
County. John. W. Baum of 
southern Ohio advertised 
in Bracken County that he 
was continuing his gun and 
white-smithing (silver and 
pewter) at his shop, nearly 
opposite the town of Augus¬ 
ta. John Baum was the uncle 
of the famous brothers Ben¬ 
jamin and Michael Sells who 
later manufactured and sold 
guns in Bracken County and 
southern Ohio. 

Michael Sells owned a 
house and shop on the west 
side of Bracken Street and 
north-west of Third Street in 
Augusta and sold guns from 
1830-1870. His younger 
brother B enj amin appren- 
ticed under him, probably 
from 1830-1835. Benja¬ 
min then returned to Brown 
County, Ohio, and set up 
shop first at his father’s site 
in Franklin Township before 
moving to Georgetown. Mi¬ 
chael’s guns are considered 
one of the finest examples 
in the Upper-Ohio River cat¬ 
egory. 

In addition to the Sells 
family, A. J. (Andrew Jack- 
son) Jones made and sold 



guns around the same time 
in Augusta. His long rifles 
were made with thicker 
stocks than the Sells’ guns. 
Also, advertising in Augusta 
was William Sissen; howev¬ 
er, no guns or other informa¬ 
tion is known about Sissen. 

Recently, Shelby Gal- 
lien, authored a pair of large 
books about Kentucky long 
rifle makers from the late 
1700s to just after 1900. He 
listed and pictured a major 
gunsmith shop near Brooks¬ 
ville which was run by broth¬ 
ers William and Richard 
Bell. 

Gallien has one of these 
highly ornamented rifles in 
his collection and proudly 
displayed it on the back 
cover of one of his books. 
Researchers are currently 
attempting to connect these 
brothers with present-day 
residents of Bracken County 
named Bell. Within Gal- 
lien’s books are about a doz¬ 
en pages of information and 
pictures of Bracken County 
gunsmiths. 

Other gunsmiths and 
dealers, other than those in¬ 
cluded in this article, listed 
in Gallien’s volumes were: 
Augusta - James Armstrong, 
Armstrong & Taylor, Joshua 
Bailes (Bayless), Joshua 
Barlow, William Mathews, 
George Reece, Robert Sam¬ 
ple, John Taylor; Mt. Olivet 
- James M. Burden; Santa 
Fe - Willis Kabler; mouth 
of Bracken Creek - William 
Lytle; George Thompson; 
Asbury Road - Nicholas 
Taliaferro patented an im¬ 
provement on a revolving 
Gatlin style gun. Joshua Bar- 
low also built an early model 
steam boat at Augusta.

Tonya Fender, a resident 
of Lynchburg, Ohio, knows 
about the hard work and 
dedication that is required at 
junior livestock shows. She 
started showing hogs when 
she was three years old, 
and has always dreamed of 
achieving Supreme Show¬ 
man at the North American 
International. Tonya spent 
countless hours in the barn 
and focused on her show¬ 
manship skills year after 
year. 

In 2008, Tonya finally 
earned the handshake that 
she has always wanted, and 
was named Supreme Swine 
Showman. 

Tonya still competes in 
swine shows, and has now 
passed on the tradition of 
showing hogs to her younger 
cousin. “Showing hogs has 
made me a better person and 
I have developed skills that I 
need to succeed in life,” she 
said. 

There are many reasons 
why youth participate in 
shows. The agriculture indus¬ 
try can open many doors for 
youth, and offer them many 
opportunities. By showing 
livestock, many youngsters 
will make lifelong friends, 
and are able to network with 
leaders in the industry. In¬ 
centives such as scholarship 
money to help pay for their 
college education; while 
many decide they would like 
to major and work in the ag¬ 
riculture industry. Many be¬ 
come active members of both 
4-H and collegiate livestock 
and dairy judging teams. 

Too often people be¬ 
come caught up in how much 
money an animal is worth or 
the objective of winning, and 
forget the real reason for ju¬ 
nior livestock shows, which 
is developing youth into the 
leaders of tomorrow.

Bill Mazeroski comes to 
Slugger Museum to say 
good bye to his stuff 

Slugger Museum in Louis¬ 
ville is every bit a match for the 
over-sized baseball bat standing 
out front. Has its own hallowed 
displays, crooks and crannies of 
memories and glassed-in base¬ 
ball lore. That’s before you see 
how bats are made. 

To get a look at Hall of 
Famer Bill Mazeroski valuables 
before an auction on Saturday, I 
went back to visit last week. 

The museum was abuzz. I 
met a fellow from north of Pitts¬ 
burgh clad in a Pirates road jer¬ 
sey with MAZEROSKI across 
the back. Ray Baker was a kid 
when Maz hit the home mn in 
1960, but “I’ve always followed 
him. Met him a couple times 
and Maz is just a great down- 
to-earth good human being,” he 
said 

For Mazeroski, it had to be 
bittersweet to watch a sell-off of 
the victories of his professional 
life. More than 200 pieces of 
gear would bring $1,709,892. 
That’s a million-seven. 

Ironic, a man who so fre¬ 
quently has shaken his head in 
disbelief at his charmed life in 
baseball, (1956-72, all as a Pi¬ 
rate), this windfall in his 77th 
year. 

By Sunday afternoon, a fan 
would say, “Could you find one 
person to say something bad 
about (Mazeroski)? I doubt it. 
Interesting that he thought to 
put all of this away.” 

According to the Pittsburgh 
Press, Mazeroski’s ‘stuff’ sold 
this way. 

V 1960 World Series uni¬ 
form, $632,500. 

V Bronzed bat from Game 
seven, $322,000. 

V Bronzed cleats from 
Game seven, $97,750. 

V Gold Glove Awards 
- 1958, 1963, 1964, 1965, 1966 
and 1967-$193,775. 

V A Roberto Clemente bat, 
nickname Momen, given to 
Maz, $86,250. 

V And, a 1960 Babe Ruth 
Award, $41,400. 

Context for you and me? 


Call to mind that apex mo¬ 
ment in your backyard on a 
sunny day. Red Barber at the 
microphone, game seven of a 
World Series, you step to the 
plate. Then ... a fat fastball ‘up’ 
is coming, you swing and feel it 
immediately, that sweet spot! “I 
got it all!” 

The ball sails ... and sails ... 
and well, in your mind, it’s still 
going ... high over an ivy-cov¬ 
ered wall. 

The crowd is going wild as 
you run around the bases (too 
fast) in a jubilant fog you will 
wish to have back. 

Happens only in a backyard 
or Bernard Malamud fiction and 
our childhood dreams, doesn’t 
it? Except for a poor kid bom 
in Wheeling, West Virginia and 
grew up in Tiltonsville, Ohio, it 
did happen. 

Ray Baker: “That night, af¬ 
ter his homer, when everybody 
in Pittsburgh was still celebrat¬ 
ing, Maz took his wife to Shen- 
ley Park and they just sat and 
took it all in.” 

Bill Mazeroski played all 
his Big Leagues days in nearby 
Pittsburgh where his best sum¬ 
mer with a bat was .275 in 1958. 
He was nicknamed The Glove 
and won six Golden ones. Then 
he made it to Cooperstown by 
way of a Ralph Terry fastball 
‘up,’ and a Genuine Louisville 
Slugger, Powerized 125. More 
than half-century later it would 
be worth $322,000. 

Who knew? 

America, I love this place.

ect began in September 2010 
when the Transportation 
Cabinet awarded a $32.3 mil¬ 
lion contract to Eaton Asphalt 
Paving Co. to build the new 
limited-access highway. The 
new U.S. 68 is expected to in¬ 
crease highway system capac¬ 
ity and safety in the Maysville 
area by rerouting traffic away 
from already-congested routes 
and intersections. 

Before construction, mo¬ 
torists using U.S. 68 shared 
the same route and congested 
intersections as U.S. 62 and 
the AA Highway through 
Maysville. Now, through traf¬ 
fic can continue directly along 
the U.S. 68 corridor unimped¬ 
ed while business traffic can 
easily access its former path 
into downtown Maysville.

“I hope this re¬ 
flects positively on the support 
and encouragement they have 
given to me over the years to 
continue to make a difference 
for our veterans and for the 
state of Kentucky.” 

After winning the Miss 
America title, Henry estab¬ 
lished the Heather French 
Foundation for Veterans, 
which advocates for veteran 
issues including homeless¬ 
ness, housing and health care. 
She has also written numer¬ 
ous children’s books covering 
various educational topics. 

“This honor is very be¬ 
fitting for one of our most 
outstanding citizens. As Miss 
America, she was a great am¬ 
bassador for Kentucky and 
put our state positively in the 
national spotlight,” said Sen. 
Walter Blevins, of Morehead. 
“After completing her reign, 
she has continued to work for 
the betterment of the Com¬ 
monwealth, especially focus¬ 
ing on veteran issues. I am 
proud to be a part of today’s 
celebration recognizing our 
very own Heather French 
Henry.” 

“The new southern loop 
has truly made a difference 
when it comes to easing traf¬ 
fic congestion — especially 
for truck traffic traveling 
north and south - and in¬ 
creasing safety in and around 
the AA highway and our 
industrial park,” said Rep. 
Mike Denham, of Maysville. 
“I’m also pleased that it will 
honor Heather French Henry, 
who has done so much for 
our community and the Com¬ 
monwealth, especially our 
veterans. I want to thank Gov. 
Beshear for being here, and 
for his work in making all of 
this possible.” 

Henry lives in Louis¬ 
ville with her husband, for¬ 
mer Kentucky Lt. Gov. Steve 
Henry, and two daughters.
